Nervous Nature, they differ f 0 effen- 
tially, that they re tumble almofl every 
other dileafe, and however general 
they may be, are' icurcely alike in 
any two -perfons. 

Mod pleafant, indeed, as well as 
mod iatisfaclory and beneficial would 
it be to -the public at large, as well 
as to pradlitioners of medicine indi- 
vidually if the art of Healing; were 
reduced to a certain fcience ; and 
every difeafe to which the conditution 
is lubjebt, were lure of deducing from 
it a remedy complete and irrelidible. 
But, unhappily, this is far from being 
true in any indance ; and in no in- 
dance more generally, than in thole 
dalles of difeafes which commonly 
pafs under the title of Nervous Dis- 
orders : complaints arifing from an 
infinite variety of caules, both mental 
and corporeal, and whole fird founda- 
tion . 
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tion is generally laid hr the tender 
and delicate period of youth, when 
the mind and the body are both 
equally fufceptible of the llighteft 
impreffions, mold eaiily fubmit to their 
influence, and are with mold difficulty 
treed from their future ei techs. 

It is in confequence of the- dif- 
ficulty of curing this clafs of dd orders,

fight, a languor feizes the whole 
body, palpitation of the heart, with a 
conffridlion of the thorax, l'ucceeds ; 
like wife naufea and fpafms upon the 
inteftines, with borborygmi, from the 
rarefaelion of the confined air. The 
globus hyffericus, or, as the good 
women term it, the riling of the 
lights, is owing to a fpafmodic con- 
traction of the oefophagus ; the large 
quantity of pale, limpid urine, from 
a fpafm on the kidnies. If the patient 
falls afleep, he generally awakes, 
impreficd with the phantoms of a 
difturbed imagination : but in different

patients, we fhail find a great variety 
.and difference of fvmptoms. 

The indications of cure are, firff, 
to palliate the Ivmptoms which arife 
during the fit ; fecondly, to prevent a 

relapfe. 
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relapfe. For the firft, a moderate 
emetic, of ipecacuanha, or antimonial 
wine, may be made ufe of, with 
opiates, and other antifpafmodics, as 
camphor, affafuetida, &q. and for the 
lecond, whatever will tend to diminifh 
the general debility and .relaxation of 
the fyftem, and to reftore to the 
mufcles a due and univerfal tone : 
hence the advantage of Peruvian bark, 
pure air, and fea-bathing ; hence, 
more elpecially, the peculiar and 
exclufive benefit of the Nervous 
Cordial, which, from its bracing

From a relaxation of the nerves, 
the folids will be weakened, and all the 
animal fundtions impaired ; and the mind-, 
from the flighted caufe, will fall into the 
greatefl defpondency. It may like wife 
proceed from thofe imprudencies in the

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CHAP. If. 


TIIE HEAD-ACE 


PIE Head-ach is fometimes acute 


and fometimes chronical, and its 
feat is various. It may be either in 
the enciphalon, i. e. the contents within 
fide the 'cranium, viz. the dura and pia 
mater and their appendages, and it 
may be external, in the teguments of 
the cranium, viz. the fcalp and the 
pericranium, or in the lubflance of the 
bones themfelves. The caules are 
various : it may proceed from inflam- 
mation, or a plethora, diftending the 
veffels. The membranous parts are 
liable to fevere rheumatic pains. It 
may alfo be intermittent, or owing 
to the venereal difcafe. We have 



like- 
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likewife nervous and fpafmodic head- 
achs. 

If the pain be flight, and affecls a par- 
ticular part, it is called cephalalgia ; if 
the whole head, cephalica ; if only one 
fide, hemicrania : if there be only a fixed 
pain on the top of the head, which. may 
be covered with the tip of the finger, it 
is called clavus hvflericus. The general 
caufe is an obftrudled circulation through 
the veflels of the head and ftomach : it 
may fometimes proceed from a bilious 
tendency in the latter ; or any morbid 
matter, .abforbed from the external parts 
of the body to the internal. From the 
various caufes of the diforder, no one me- 
thod of cure can be recommended, but 
mufl be varied as the cate requires. If 
from inflammation or plethora, we mufl: 
empty the veflels by blood-letting, and 
lenient purges. If from a rheumatic 
caufe, warm, aromatic plafters, or a blifi- 

VoL. I. C ter, 
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ter, with anti-rheumatics, may fucceed. 
>An intermittent commonly begins in the 
teeth, and fpreads firft in the forehead, 
and afterwards to the back part of the 
head. Daring the paroxyfm, the urine 
is clear and crude ; but in the interval 
depofits a copious fediment. In thefe in- 
dications, the Nervous Cordial has never 
failed being fuccefsful ; and I do not 
befit ate to affirm, that no one remedy 
has evinced fo falutary an efficacy, 
in the mofi dreadful ft ages of the 
complaint. 

Provided the caufe is of a venereal 
tendency, the Botanical Syrup may be 
recommended with greater propriety. 
For by expelling the fubtle particles of 
mercury, imbibed by an improper appli- 
cation or affumption, and too frequently 
from the ignorance of pretenders to the 
medical fcience, the means adopted are 
frequently far more pernicious than the 

difeafe 
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difeafe itfelf. The fame deleterious ef- 
fects are too often produced by lelf- 
quacking, and the ufe of family receipts, 
or injections of mercury, or other metals, 
which may ultimately prove baneful to 
the conftitution at large, without allifting 
the local difeafe. 
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CHAP. III. 


EPILEPSY. 



HIS difcafc is of a convuliive 


nature ; if hereditary, it is almoft 
impoffible to cure, if idiopathic, ex- 
tremlv difficult, and if fympathic may 
be relieved by removing the difeafe 
from which it originated. In epileptic 
cafes the principal objedls are to avert 
an impending paroxyfm, to fhorten its 
continuance when prefent, and to pre- 
vent a future attack. The patient is 
thrown fuddenly on the ground, whence 
it is called the falling ficknefs. It 
attacks with a laffitude of the whole 
body, pains in the head, and drowfmefs, 
a hidden deprivation of all fenfations, an 


in 
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involuntary emiffion of urine, and fome- 
times of femen, and a total forgetfulneis 
of every thing that has happened. If it 
attack before puberty, it often leaves the 
fubjedt of its attack at that time ; but 
when it makes its appearance after the. 
age of twenty, it is feldom cured,. 

This difeafe, in itfelf, is not attended ► 
with any immediate danger; but if it con- 
tinue any long time, or return with much 
frequency, it often produces very mif- 
chievous confequences and effedls; fiich 
as lofs of memory, &c. and fometimes it 
introduces mere idiot ifm. An epilepfy 
appearing foon after birth, is probably 
owing to fome injury done to the brain, 
as the head fhoots through the vagina, 
and is feldom cured. A fright, or fudden 
paffion of the mind, will fometimes oc- 
eafion an epilepfy ; worms in children 
often produce it, by irritating the nervous 
fyftem of the inteftines. In this cafe, if 
G 3 we 
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we can remove the caufe, the difeafe is 
generally cured. An epilepfy fornetimes 
ends in melancholy, or madnefs. When 
it brings on a palfy, or apoplexy, it proves 
mortal. Sometimes a quartan ague puts 
an end to it. We have three indications 
of cure. Firji , to prevent an impending 
paroxyfm ; Secondly , to fhorten it when 
prefen t ; and, Thirdly , to guard againfl 
future attacks. In phlethoric habits, 
evacuation may fornetimes be neceffary, 
to ward off the ft : but if the pulfe be low 
and weak, the Nervous Cordial*, or a 
flight emetic, with a ftrong opiate 
afterwards : thirty or forty drops at 
leaf! of the tindiure bearing this name, 
and repeated every night for fome 
days.

MADNESS. 


T CONFESS, that but few opportu- 
A nities of making obfervations upon 
this difeafe have occurred to me, in the 
courfe of my pradlice. Some few, how- 
ever, have : and in thefe I have feldom 
purfued that coercion and complete de- 
privation of perfonal liberty, which is fo 
warmly recommended by many phyli- 
cians. If any degree of irritability is 
prefen t, it will add to that irritability ; 
and in the mod: irritable habits, it will 
too much prevent that exercife, and thofe 
rural amufements and pure air, which 
are often of the higheft confequence ima- 
ginable. The belt book on this fubjedt, 

with 
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with which I am acquainted, and which 
I would therefore recommend, is Bailey’s 
Treatife on Mania. 

If there be any fever prefent, it is 
feated in the brain, and is of the chronic 
kind. But the bed: and mod immediate: 
diffedlions have never yet difcovered any 
phyfical difference or alteration, between 
a patient dying under this or any other 
difeafe. Dr. Brooke, of St. Luke’s hof- 
pital, has, with the hope of fuch a dif- 
covery, differed the brain of many of his 
patients ; but in every indance .it proved 
a ufelefs attempt, and he was never able 
to alcertain any thing like the proximate 
caufe of the fird paroxyfm.

OF DEAFNESS. 


HE hearing is a fenfe by which 


found is perceived from a tremb- 
ling motion of the external air beating 
upon the tympanum, and lo moving 
the internal air by means of the fibres of 
the auditory nerve that is communicated, 
to the brain. The tympanum or drum 
of the ear, is a nervous; round, pellucid 
membrane of molt exquifite fenfe, fe- 
parating the outward from the inward 
ear, and lprings, according to fome 
opinions, from the pericranium, to 
others from the pia mater, to others 
from the dura mater, and to others 
from the fofter procefs of the auditory 
nerve expanded. When' it is taken 
Vol. I. D away 
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away, a cavity on the infide of it, in 
which are contained four little bones 
that are moveable, and very much con- 
duce to hearing ; malleolus, or the 
little hammer, incus the anvil, ftapes 
the ftirrup, and os orbiculare, lo called 
from its round fhape. If by any ac- 
cident the tympanum is lafcerated, the' 
hearing of the ear is irrecoverably loll, 
therefore let the young furgeon be 
cautious how or with what he fvringes 
an ear, and be lure to ufe an ear- 
iyringe, and not one with a long pipe, 
nor do it too forcibly, left he defervedly 
obtain juft ftiaiffe and lcandal, and do 
fucli mifchief as he can never make 
fatisfadlion for. 

Powers that can impede the undu- 
lating air from making a proper irn- 
prellion on the auditory nerve, may be 
the caufe of deafnefs. This occurs in 
cafes where the external pafiage is corked 

up 
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up with wax, or any other fubfiance. 
Here the firfi indication is, to {often the 
wax, by dropping in a little oil, mixed 
with ox’s or fheep’s gall ; and then to 
lyringe it with warm water, and a little 
Sp. Rorifmarin. 

But there is another and a more 
common caufe of deafnefs bv far than 
the above. It is debility in the audi- 
tory nerve, and an incapacity of ex- 
erting its due tone and faculty, even 
when the meatus auditorius, or paffage 
of hearing, is open and not obfiructed. 
Of fifty cafes of deafnefs, that occur 
every day, forty-nine at leaft, are ow- 
ing to this fource. And here, I confefs, 
I know of no very efficacious remedy, 
excepting the Nervous Cordial, which 
I have found fucceed, without failure in 
a fingle infiance, after all the common 
prefcriptions and modes of cure have 
been tried to no purpofe.

Though 
I acknowledge, that among the mul- 
tiplicity of caufes from which deafnefs 
may arife, fome may defeat the in- 
tention of the before-mentioned reme- 
dies. 


And as the ear is a delicate organ, 
and may mold eafily be injured, I

would advife no patient to quack or 
tamper with himfelf, but immediately 
to apply to fome eminent medical 
practitioner for* advice. My own pa- 
tients are fenfible of the propriety of 
this obfervation, and the perfonal ap- 
plication of their friends to me, whom 
they know labouring under fuch com- 
plaints, from which they have been 
relieved, have been very preffing and 
numerous indeed.

DISEASES OF THE EYE. 


TMPERFECT vilion may arife from 
whatever mav refraCt or obftruCt the 1 

j 

rays of light from falling upon the op- 
tic nerve. This may proceed either 
from a cataraCt, an opake cornea, or 
a paralylis of the nerve itlelf. For the 
firft, nothing hut the operation, either 
of couching or extraction can be tiled, 
as no medicine will have any falutary 
effect on the chryffaline lens. Inflam- 
mations are the mod common caufes 
of the fecond, from the fluids being 
too forcibly pufhed on, and forming an 
error loci . This muff be treated like 
all other inflammations, and common fo- 


men- 
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mentations of poppy heads will, there- 
fore, often be ufeful. A laxity often 
remains, however, after the inflammation 
has fubfided, and is fometimes removed 
with difficulty. The Collyrium formed 
from white vitriol, as a gentle aftrin- 
gent, bids fair to fucceed in all fuch 
cafes. 

IfTlies are like wife of fervice ; but 

when this plan does not fucceed, we 

%* 

may rather 1'uppofe it to be of the 
rheumatic kind, and treat it accord- 
ingly. And here the bark and the 
Nervous Cordial will be of infinite 
ufe : But the pulfe muff direct us what 
plan to purfiue. In 'ftmmous opthal- 
mics, the bark has been greatly re- 
commended, particularly by Dr, Fo- 
thergill ; but Dr. Hugh Smi did not 
find it fo fuccefsful.

The ophthalmia is an inflammation 
in the tunica albugenea, and the other 
membranes of the eves. It is mod to

be dreaded when an original difeafe, 
and may proceed from any internal 
caufe capable of producing an inflam- 
mation, but frequently occurs from 
accident. When accompanied with 
the head-ach, it portends blindnefs. 
It is fometimes occafloned by the eye- 
lafhes turning inwards, and is then 
eailly cured, by removing the inverted 
hairs. When a flux of humours attend 

the 
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the complaint, it is relieved by what- 
ever abates the inflammation. 

The amaurofis, or gutta ferena, is 
a fpecies of blindnefs that arifes from 
a palfy of the optic nerve, and is fre- 
quently owing to a fchrofulous habit. 
Here the pupil is dilated to its utmofh 
extent. If it contradts and dilates by 
rubbing, it is a good fign : If, on the 
contrary, it continues immoveable and 
inirritable, we muft not expect a cure. 
An incipient amaurofis may be relieved 
by bleeding and gentle purges. If 
there fhould be any fymptoms of in- 
flammation, blifters may be applied to 
the head, or behind the ears. It fome- 
times proceeds from a rheumatic caufe, 
and here the Nervous Cordial, or 
fuch anti-rheumatics as opium and 
antimonial preparations may be taken 
to advantage. Externally, Hungary 
water fhould be applied as a collyrium. 

Vol. I. E In 
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Iii eafes of relaxation, the bark bids 
fair to be ufeful. I have often 
prefcribed copper, or a folution of 
Roman vitriol, ufed externally as a 
collyrium, and thefe, with the aflift- 
ance of country air and exercife, I 
have frequently found fuccefsful. For 
inflammation of the eye-lids, the fofter 
animal oils may often prove advan- 
tageous, thofe of poultry, perhaps, more 
particularly fo ; or if thefe cannot be 
procured, the vegetable oils, free from 
rancidity, and formed into an ointment 
with white wax, may be ufed with 
equal advantage. 

The reafon that owls, &c. cannot 
fee diflinclly in the day, is becaufe 
their pupil being exceedingly dilated 
and ' incontraclible, admits too lar°-e a 
quantity of the rays of light, for the 
purpofe of vifion. When, on the con- 
trary, the darknefs of the evening fu- 

pervenes, 
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pervenes, this extreme dilatation, which 
was l'o injurious before, will now be 
highly beneficial, and enable the ani-* 
mal to difcriminate objects more mi- 
nutely.

To 
elucidate his obfervation, a cough is oc- 
cafioned by acrid ferum, which if not 
foon removed, will produce an inflamma- 
tion, and that, for want of refolution, 
will foon prove infurmountable * . Too 
late application in thefe indances is 
produdfive of the word of confe- 
quences,

able, bleeding is ferviceable, and the 
expedloration is encreafed by the follow- 
ing medicine :

This diforder 
is totally different from the rickets, or 
that leannefs that occurs from the bread: 
not affording a proper fubfiffence. 

When this diforder refults from a 
diarrhoea, fluor albus, diabetes, gonor- 
rhoea, &c. the one ultimately depends on 
the removal of the original difeafe. 
When caufed by indigeftion, as frequent- 
ly happens to children and aged perfons, 
gentle doles of calomel and rhubarb 
ihould be prefcribed, alternately chang- 
ing it for flomachics and warm perl'pi- 
ratives. Irritating purges, by inflaming 
the bowels, fhouid be carefully avoided. 

The cure of this difeafe will be great- 
lv accelerated bv a regular courfe of the 
N ervous Cordial, and the whole materia

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the adminifbration of fuch refforatives 
as the Nervous Cordial, with the affift- 
ance of gentle exercife and falutary 
diet.

In perfons of an irritable habit, the 
fpafmodic affections fhould be removed 
by opiates, mucilaginous fubdances, 
gentle glutinous adringents, bark, and 
medicines agreeable to the nature of 
the fymptoms of the difeafe.

"JVTATURE has formed a great 
^ ^ apparatus for the formation of 
bile, which is of effential fervice in 
the animal oeconomy, but when it 
flows in two conhderable quantities, 
or poffefTes too much vifcidity, the 
certain consequence is the Jaundice. 
This difeafe frequently occurs from 
o bftru£tions, fmall ftones^ or fpafms 
in the biliary dudls, inflammation or 
fcirrhus, and often proceeds from an 
impeded influx of the bile into the duode- 
num, and an abforption of it into the 
circulation, whereby the ferous parts of 

the 
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the blood are tinged, and will be 
vifible in the more pellucid parts, as 
the white of the eves. The urine, 
being loaded with it, will be very 
high coloured, and will dye a cloth 
of a faftron hue ; the faeces will be 
white, for want of bile to colour 
them, and a dropfy often fucceeds, the 
parts becoming relaxed for want of 
nourifliment. The caufes are various ; 
they may either proceed from calculi or 
fpafms, in the biliary duels, or inflam- 
mation, or a pituitous lentor. If from 
the firfl: caufe, we mu6t endeavour to 
relax the du6ts, that the ftone may 
pafs into the duodenum ; for this pur- 
pofe we advife blood-letting, opiates, 
and clyfters, till the pain is eafed, and 
flich medicines as will keep the body 
open ; afterwards, a courfe of Bath 
waters may be employed advantage- 
oufly. We may have violent pains in 
the loins, from calculi palling through 

the 
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the duds, which may lay in fuch a 
fituation as not totally to obftrud: the 
pafTage of the bile, therefore will be 
unattended with the jaundice. Salt of 
tartar will diffolve gall /tones, as will 
foap lees, and the bile of vipers. Vio- 
lent paffion, or the cholic, ad by in- 
ducing a fpafm upon the duds ; this 
fpafm will be but relieved by the courfe 
of medicines noticed above, and when 
the cholic pa/fion fubfides, the jaun- 
dice will fubiide likewife. Stomach ca- 
thartics, aloetics, and faponaceous medi- 
cines will be neceffary, and form the 
regular routine of pradice among phy- 
ficians ; but when thefe medicines are 
found to fail, I would advife, from a 
convidion of its utility, the immedi- 
ate ufe of the Nervous Cordial. 

The other remedies to be ufed for 
peripneumonia notha, will in common, 
be advifeable in this cafe, as the gene-

FIE hepatitis or inflammation of 


the liyer, is known by a pun- 
gent pain in the region of that vifcus 
fhooting towards the throat * and 
clavicle. It is fometimes attended 
with a dry cough, vomiting, lots of 
flrength, quick pulfe, and a tention 
of the hypochondrium. Sometimes 
the eyes and Ikin are yellow and the 
urine faffron-coloured, accommpanied 
with coflivenefs, and difficulty of 
breathing. This difeafe is very fre- 
quent in the Eaffc Indies. 



The 
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The liver as a gland fecretes the 
bile, a fluid of the greatefl: confequence 
to the animal oeconomy, flnce, 
without it, the great work of digeftion 
cannot be performed. There are two 
Ipecies of it, the cyftic and hepatic, of 
which the latter is the ftrongeft. It is 
a natural foap, compofed of oil, water 
and alkaline fait, which is capable of 
uniting oily and mucilaginous iub- 
fiances into one mafs. Painters fome- 
times ufe the bilious juice for mix- 
ing fome vifcid matters that nothing 
elfe will diflolve. Inflammation of 
the liver is attended with fevere pain 
under the Ihort ribs, a full quick 
tenfe pulfe, and the fymptoms of 
inflammation in general. It termi- 
nates and is cured in all the various 
ways of other inflammations. If the 
tumour fuppurate and point externally, 
it may be treated as a common 
abfcefs, and be opened.

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and the contents fall into the abdo- 
men, a purulent afcites is the confe- 
quence. If it ends in a fchirms, it 
produces what is called the black 
Jaundice, a difeafe well known by 
the black lead colour call: upon the 
countenance, which is generally, 
therefore, efteemed a dangerous fymp- 
tom, though in fome inftances thought 
favourable of by Van Sweiten, who 
relates the cafe of a perfon laboring

In difeafes of the liver, proceeding 
from inflammation, large and repeated 
bleedings from the arm, or the region 
of the liver itfelf, by the application 
of leeches, will be always found 
ufeful. To this may be added the 
topical application of emollient lini- 
ments and fomentations. Internally 
fmall dofes of calomel, fo as not to 

excite 
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excite ptylifm, combined with opium 
-and rhubarb, will be highly beneficial, 
and it forms the common mode of 
pradlice purfued in thole countries 
where hepatic difeafes are moft fre- 
quent. Here likewife the Nervous

ASTHMA. 


nr HE Afthma is a difeafe of the 
lungs, and is divided into two 
fpecies, the humoural. pituitous or moift, 
and the fpafmodic, dry, nervous, or 
convulfive. Perfons of a fanguine 
habit are mod: fubjedt to it, or thofe with 
fmall veflels or flrait chefts. It generally 
occurs after the prime of life, but 
may take place at any age. It is 
generally preceded by a difincliiiation 
to motion, lols of appetite, oppreffion, 
flatulency at the flomach, and fre- 
quent erudlations. The fucceeding 
lymptoms are the cheeks becoming 
red, eyes growing prominent, and fuch 
a fenfe of fuffocation, that the patient 


can

can only breathe in an eredt pofture, 
and is fcarely able to lpeak or expec- 
torate. 

A cafual and flight difficulty of 
breathing is called a difpnoea ; when 
this difponoea, or difficulty of breath- 
ing is more habitual and confirmed, 
it is denominated afthma, and in its 
word: date an orthopnoea. The dil- 
eafe is owing to a lpafmodic condxic- 
tion upon the lungs, and is without 
expectoration. The antifpafmodics, as 
afiafoetida, in large dofes, with vola- 
tiles, and other ftimulating medicines, 
in the fit, will be of fervice. After 
this paroxyfm has ceafed, decodtion of 
bark, pure air, exercife, &c. will be 
necedary to prevent a return. If it 
is owing to a hydrops pedtoris, nothing 
but the operation for the empyema, 
can relieve it. The Nervous Cordial,

THE DROPSY. 


\ DROPSY is a praeternaturai 
collection of watry fluid, either 
received into the .cavities of the body, 
collected between the duplicatures of 
fome of the membranes, or flagnating 
in the cells of the membrana adipofa, 
it may be either partial or univerfal ; 
if general, it is in the cellular mem- 
brane and is called anafarca if par- 
tial, it is confined to fome cavity of 
the body only ; if its feat is in the 
abdomen, it is called afcites ; if in any 
other part, it takes its name from its 
fkuation. The inner fuperfices of 
II 2 our 
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our parts have an exhalation of fluid, 
or lymph, which if not te-abforbed, 
is accumulated in too great quantities ; 
this may be occafioned by various 
and different caufes, fome of the chief 
of which feem to be as follows : Firjl, 
from a relaxation of the folids, and 
diiTolution of the fluids : Secondly, 

from a difeafed flate of the vifcera 
from drinking : Thirdly , from any 

hindrance to the free tranfit of the 
blood from the arteries to the veins, 
whereby a rupture of the fmall lymp- 
phatic veflels will be produced, and 
their contents infufed into the cavities 
they open into, and by ffagnating 
and accumulating, they will dilate 
and diftend them. A dropfy is fre- 
quently the confequence of a difeafed 
liver, becaufe, where the fecretion of 
the bile is obifrubfed, the digeftion 
will be weakened, the nutrition of 
the body, of courfe, leffened, the 

folids 
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folids thereby relaxed and debilitated, 
and the fluids, of courfe, greatly im- 
poverifhed ; or lome have imagined it 
to proceed from re-abforbed bile 
attenuating and diffolving the crafia- 
mentum. A dropfy fucceeds a long 
intermittent, from the laxity and debi- 
lity brought upon the whole animal 
lyftem ; gravid women are fubjedt to 
fwelled legs from the preflu re of the 
uterus on the iliac veins, whereby 
they are prevented from difcharging 
their contents; as fradflured limbs are 
odematous from the preffure of the 
bandages. i\flhmatie people who 
labour under ulcerations and infarc- 
tions of the lungs or vifcera, from 
the blood not being well and duly 
elaborated in the lungs.- The diffi- 
culty of breathing which attends an 
anafarca, is owing to the cellular 
membrane of the lungs being loaded 
with water, whereby their expanflon 
H 3 is 
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is impeded; in afcites, it arifes from 
the diaphragm being prefled upwards. 
The effects of a colledlion of water 
will be different according to the 
part affedled. In a leucophlegmatic 
patient, the thighs, legs, and feet fwell 
from the gravidation of the fluid 
downwards ; in this cafe, the advan- 
tage, by fmall crucial incifions, is very 
apparent, the dyfpnasa being frequently 
relieved immediately. By the preflfure 
Upon the lungs and diaphragm in a 
dropfy, refpiration is greatly diminifhed. 
The urine is made but in fmall 
quantities, high coloured, and lixivial 
from the oil and fait not being pro- 
perly diluted, in time, the Aagnate 
fluids, from their clofe confinement, 
become acrimonious, whence a flow 
fever, peripneumonia ulcers, gangrenes, 
bleeding at the nofe, mortifications 
of the vifcera, and, at length, death. 
The common caufe of fudden death 


is 
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is fulTocation by the fluids being 
determined to the lungs, wherefore 
we fhould never fuiFer our patient to 
lie horizontally, but in a pofture be- 
tween flttino; and lying- 

The indications of cure are three : 

Flrjl, to inveftigate and remove the 
caufe. Secondly , to evacuate the waters 
And Thirdly , to flrengthen the habit, 
and prevent a future collection. 

By enquiring into the caufe, we 

may be able to make a juft prog- 
noftic, but we mull: make it a rule 
never to hope for a cure where it is 
owing to dram drinking ; for here 

the internal organs are parboiled, and ; 
it would be as ealy to unboil a piece 
of meat as to effedt a cure. Syden- 
ham fpeaks highly of vomits, and as 
they difcharge a large quantity of 

ferum 

fa 
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ferum from the mouth, fauces, and' 
ftomach, they feem likely to be of 
ufe ; but Dr. Smith has feldom found 
them anfwer. In an encyfied dropfv, 
nothing can be expedfed from them.- 
Both they and cathartics fhould be 
given in free dofes, according to the 
ftrength of the patient. As they adb 
by their fEmulus, occafioning a flow 
of humours to the parts, the more con- 
fiderable their effedf the greater advan- 
tage to be expected from them. 
Elaterium (as the dodtor expreffes it) 
works even to the finger’s ends ; it 
operates firffc by vomit, and afterwards 
by flool ; from three to fix gallons 
of water have been evacuated, where 
the conflitution can bear it; no 
hydragogue equals > it, both in the 
alcites and analarca ; fcammony given in 
iinall dofes, and encreafed according 
to the firength of the patient, is fre- 
quently attended with fuccefs ; it 

w ? orks 
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works gently, ancl has been of fervice 
where the elaterium has failed ; diure- 
tics are of uncertain operation ; the 
mod efficacious are alkaline and neu- 
tral falts, cantharides,&c. (vkl. formulae) 
as by thefe the blood will be induced 
to part with its aqueous parts ; fraall 
quantities of calomel, as a diuretic 
are much recommended. By joining 
ftimulus to forne diuretic, fuch as 
milliard, horfe-radifh-, &c. the circu- 
lation will be greatly promoted. 
Salivation has proved efficacious, but 
this can he only tried in the afcites, 
in young perfons where the conftitu- 
tion is found, and all other methods 
have been attempted in vain. Another 
method is, by promoting perfpiration ; 
this is to be attempted by Dover’s 
powder ; the compofition is as follow' :

The ipecac and opium counteract 
each other ; the former Simulates 
very powerfully, the latter allays very 
powerfully all fenfe of irritation* 
Ipecacuanha thus given, is taken into 
the circulation, and Simulates the 
fmall feries of veflels ; it never weak- 
ens, yet is always the mofl certain 
fudorilic we have ; v gr. of opium 
thus given, do not exert their i'opo- 
rific qualities, fo much as one grain 
by itfelf ; if it does not promote per-- 
fpiration, it attacks the kidneys, and 
occaiions a moil copious dilcharge 
of urine, but like every other medi- 
cine in a dropfy, it mufl not be 
depended upon as infallible ; it is* 
to be found in Dover’s Treatife on 
the Gout. Dr. Ward’s fweat, which 
is opium and hellebore a6l, upon the 

lame 
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fame principle. The colchicum 
(meadow laffron) Dr. Smith has twice 
found ufcful. It a6ls by irritating the 

kidneys, and producing large quan- 
tities of water ; it is alfo fervice- 

able as a pecloral in aftmatic cafes ; 
it is given in the form of an oxymel, 
but does not occasion fieknefs as the 
i quills.

The juice of artichoke-leaves 
given % fs ter die has been fuccefsful. 
Some have been cured by a refolute 
abftinence from all liquors, living 
only upon a toaft dipped in brandy, 
laid upon the tongue, which promoted 
a flow of l'aliva, but few have refolu- 
tion equal to this. The reafon the 
liver is more injured by fpiritous li- 
quors 
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quors than any other vifcus, from a 
portion of liquor being conveyed 
diredtly to it from the ffomach, by 
the vafa brevia, belides what is car- 
ried there in common with the relh 
of the vifcera by the circulation. 
Emetics and cathartics, if they do 
not evacuate great quantities of water, 
ought not to be peril fled in, as they 
only weaken the patient without any 
advantage. 

If we cannot procure a difcharge 
by the natural outlets, we mud; make 
ufe of artificial ones, fuch as fcarifica- 
tions, paracentefis, the empyema, and 
bidders. 

When fcarifications are ufed, they 
fhould be crucial inciiions of the fize 
of an orifice, after bleeding, one on 
each fide of the leg, or on the ficro- 
tium, and made in this form ; they 


give 
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give room to the defcending fluids, 
continue open, caufe but little pain to 
the patient, and are not liable to be- 
come gangrenous, which large incifions 
are very apt to do. Tapping is 
never ufeful where drinking is the 
caufe, but often ha ft e 11s death. In 
the dropfy of the ovary, it may be 
ufeful as a palliative. I once had a 
cafe where the navel burft, when the 
patient was very full, and remained 
open, whereby the water oozed out 
as faft as it collected, and fhe lived 
a number of vears. I think it might 
fucceed more frequently if it were 
ufed earlier, but by being poftponed, 
the vilcera become affected from the 
quantity of the extraneous fluid. 
] differs, though they difcharge the 
waters, are with great difficulty dif- 
pofed to heal, and fometimes mortify, 
therefore are not always recommended: 
if they are applied, it muft be to the 
Vol. I. I moft 
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moft depending part. The operation 
for the empyema is ufed when the 
water is colle&ed in the cavity of 
the thorax ; fhould we fucceed by 
any of thefe methods in evacuating 
the water, we muft endeavour to 
prevent a return, by bracing up the 
folids, and invigorating the fluids with 
the ule of cordial bark, bitters, chaly- 
beates, &c. 

The tympanum is a diftention of 
the belly by air, either lodged in 
the inieftines, or cavity of the abdo- 
men. No fluctuation of the water 
can here be perceived, but the belly, 
on being; {truck, founds hollow like a 
drum. A corrupted vile us is fome- 
times the caufe, or elle its feat is in 
the colon, which may be known by 
the fwelling frequently changing fules, 
and following the courfe of the gut. 
The cure is very difficult, as the tone 

of 
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of the parts is deltroyed by the diften- 
tion, and confequent relaxation, gentle 
ftomachics, cathartics, and clyftera. 
The aromatic pill, with ginger, tea, 
and warm carminatives, will palliate, 
but a cure is feldom effeCted. I have 
fometimes tried bark clyflers, but 
without much fuccefs. The paracen- 
tefis may palliate, but nothing further. 
Dr. Mead recommended cauteries and 
blifters to the abdomen, but I fhould 
imagine the above methods promile 
fairer. 

Dr. Hunter is diametrically oppo- 
fite in opinion to Dr. Fothergill, 
who advifes the operation to be made 
without waiting for any great diften- 
lion, as foon as there is a fufficient 
quantity of water collected to render 
it practicable.

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Dr. Baker fupports the arguments 
advanced by Dr. Fothergill, and urges 
the neceffity of an early operation.

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CHAP. XUh 
THE GOUT. 


'DHyficians have defined the Gout 
or Arthritis to be an inflammation 
in the joints. It is caufed by intempe- 
rate living, and a want of that activity 
which would otherwife preferve the 
patient from thofe acute pains that are 
the infeparable companions of this 
difeafe, and l'ometimes originates from 
being too much addiHed to wine, wo- 
men, gluttony; hence epicureans are 
feldom without this troublefome com- 
panion. Intenfe ftudy, exceffive per- 
turbation of mind, will likewife occa- 
flon the mod violent paroxyfms of this 
difeafe 
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Dr. Hales has affirmed, that the 
grofs tartarine gouty particles produce 
obftrudtions of an inflammatory nature, 
in the feet and hands, where the blood 
has the lead: circulation, from being 
fartheft from the fountain of life, the 
heart. 

A redundancy of humours and weak- 
nefs in the joints are certainly the 
primary caufes of the Gout. The 
general feat of the diSorder is in the 
limbs, when it Seldom proves fatal; but 
when it occupies the main trunk, the 
worfl: of confequences may, with rea- 
fon, be apprehended. 

The Gout is divided into two daffies* 
the regular and irregular. The regular 
Gout is when it is Seated in the extre- 
mities of the body, and affeds the 
tendons, nerves, membranes, ligaments, 
and joints, and the Symptoms encreaSe 

and 
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and 'Tubfide with alternate pain and 
plealure to the patient. 

The irregular Gout is when the 
paroxyfms occur at uncertain periods, 
when the fymptoms vary, and the 
difeafe takes different portions in the 
human frame, as in the ffomach, brain, 
&c. thereby threatening a fpeedy dif- 
folution. 

The opinion of different profeffors 
concerning the Gout, I here annex for 
the fatisfa&ion of my readers. 

Dr. Stevens earnefily endeavours to 
prove, that the humours of the Gout 
are more of an acid than alkaline 
nature. 

Dr. Taceonus, in his experiments of 
the mucilage of the joints of both men 
and brutes, concluded that the humour 


was 
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was fometimes of the one and fome- 
times of the other nature- 

Dp. Hunter thinks the odious matter 
is feparated by minute arteries, and 
thrown upon the membranes, and that 
this feparation is encreafed or dimi- 
nished agreeably to the State of the 
vis vitae. He farther obferves, that the 
formation of chalk-ftones is occadoned 
by the redundancy of odious matter, 
that is produced in this difeafe. 

The Gout, if not hereditary, feldom 
attacks young men, women, or chil- 
dren, or indeed makes its appearance 
until the patient is nearly forty years of 
age, and fometimes not till the positive 
decline of life. Corpulent perfons are 
the mod fubje6t to it- The pain en- 
creafes with the approach of night, 
and diminilhes at the return of day. 
The longer the interval the more le- 

vere.

vere the paroxyfm. This dileafe ufually 
returns every fpring and autumn. 

Sydenham, in his regimen for the 

Gout, advifes the patient to take no 

more food than he can with eafe di- 

geft, nor lefs than is pofitively neceffary 

for the prefervation of his Ipirits. 

* 

The appetite will determine the qua- 
lity and quantity of food requilite, and 
that which the patient is moll partial to 
is eafieft of digehion. Mead is an un- 
exceptionable cordial. Although the 
Gout is ranked among incurable difeafes, 
yet the Nervous Cordial has been 
prefcribed with much relief to feveral 
patients who have been afffibted with it, 
and 1 can affirm that thofe who are 
inclined to make the delirable experi- 
ment will find it a molt admirable af- 
fuager of thofe intenfe pains that are 
the infeparabie concomitants of this 

difeafe. 
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difeafe. Pitcairn and Etmuller recom- 
mend emetics as Angularly ferviceable. 
Bleeding is requiftte for thofe who are 
of a plethoric habit of body, or leeches 
applied to the haemorrhoidal veins, and 
cupping is extremely proper for others 
of a moift habit. 

Aftringent, cooling, and faturnine 
applications applied externally, afford 
a temporary relief, but producing a 
contraction of the parts are lo danger- 
ous as often to be attended with the 
moil fatal effects; thirty or forty drops 
of laudanum, if taken at bed-time, will 
relieve the pain, encreafe the perfpi- 
ration, and advance the crifis of this 
difeafe. Aftringent preparations from 
fteel remove excretions, and too fre- 
quently produce dropiies. Camphorated 
Jpirit of wine, and bags of dry ingre- 
dients fprinkled with it, are proper in 
all ftages; of the difeafe, and may be 

ufed 
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ufed by perions of every fpecies of 
conftitution. Galbanum and camphor 
formed into a cerate are likewife ex- 
tremely efficacious, if applied in the 
height of the paroxyfm, after bleeding; 
as is the loap plaifter, where there is 
a large portion of camphor. 

The feet ffiould never be wafhed 
with warm water before the com- 
mencement of the lit, as it greatly en- 
hances the pain, nor ever neglefled 
afterwards., as then it is really of efien- 
tial fervice. PeiTpiration ought always 
to be promoted largely, for which pur- 
pofe the part atfedled ffiould be care- 
fully wrapt in wool, fur, or flannel of 
the tbftefl: texture. The inhabitants of 
Tancaffiire and other parts of Eng- 
land deem wool an infallible lpecific, 
and having carded and combed it with 
the greatefl care, apply a coniiderable 
quantity to the part affeeded, which

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they fatten on with a fkin of the 
fioftefl dreffed leather, nor remove it 
until the pain is gone. 

Gouty patients fhould refide in a 
warm and dry air, and daily take as 
much exercife as from the nature of 
their iituation they are able to bear. 
After the fit, fridlions with coarfe flan- 
nel, or the flefh-brufh, and well regu-' 
lated labour, will, by occafioning per- 
Ipiration, facilitate the termination of 
the difeafe. As the Gout may be re- 
moved by the patient being ditturbed 
in the fit to the mott dangerous parts 
of the frame, the greatett care fhould 
be taken to snve to his mind that 
ferenity which can alone enable him 
to bear this fcvere affliction with proper 
fortitude. The Gout being an effort 
of nature to free herfelf from an of- 
fending caufe, ought not to be re- 
ttrained by any repellent applications. 

When 
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When it is feated in the head or 
lungs, every effort fhould be ufed to 
remove it to the feet. They fhould 
•be bathed in warm water, acrid cata- 
plafms placed to the foies, buffering 
plaiffers to the ancles and calves of the 
legs, warm ffomachic purges fhould be 
given to the patient, who fhould like- 
wife undergo the operation of bleeding 
in the feet. 

When the Gout is in the flom-ach> 
the warmeff cordials fhould be pre- 
feribed to remove the attendant cold. 
Patients fhould go to reft exceedingly 
early, but need mot be exa£t in refpe£l 
to their hour of riling. The body 
fhould always be kept in a regular de- 
gree of heat, as the beft mode of affift- 
ing perfpiration, 

Univerfal temperance and proper ex« 
ercife are the beft preventives of the 
K 2 Gout 
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Gout, the former to be obferved with- 
out intermillion at every meal, and the 
latter directed by that degree of nfeful 
labour, which is fo great a fweetener 
of life, and promoter of health, and to 
which, perlbns who are in the habit 
of taking it, always return with frefh 
pleafure. A regular courle of living, 
light and eafy fuppers, a proper and 
unvaried divifon of hours for reft 
and labour, and above all, abftra<ftion 
from that intenfity of thought, which 
is generally produ&ive, in the end, of 
the wot ft of eft efts. Thele are the 
bcft precautions that can be given to 
prevent the intrufion of that fatal enemy 
to mankind, the Gout. 
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CHAP. XIV. 


THE RHEUMATISM. 


nni-IIS diforder is divided into two 
claffes; when attended with a 
fever, it is called the acute, and when 
there is no fever, it is termed the 
chronical rheumatifm. 

•_ . - i . 

The ancients denominated all pains 
in the external parts or joints, by the 
appellation of arthritis, but fomc cele- 
brated French phytic ians, about a cen- 
tury fince diftinguifhcd all diforders 
in the tendinous and nervous ligament, 
by the name of Rheumatifm. 

K 3 The 
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The cellular membrane is the im- 
mediate leat of this diforder, without 
variation, let it affe<5t whatever part of 
the human body it may, or be the 
fpecies of the diforder ever lo various 
or changeable. 

Perfons in the prime of life, and 
thofe of an a£five diipofition, are par- 
ticularly liable to be attacked by this 
complaint, which is exceedingly preva- 
lent in cold damp marfhy countries. 
The Rheumatifm is totally different 
from the Gout, the former being the 
companion of thofe peafants who are, 
from their extreme poverty, indifferent- 
ly cloathed, refide in huts that admit 
the inclemency of the weather, and 
fubfifl upon that coarfe unwholefome 
food, which, from its affording little 
or no nourifhment, is difficult of di- 
geftion. The latter, on the contrary, 
attends the opulent, who are vifited by it 

through 
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through their highnefs in regard to living, 
and inactivity in refpeCt to exercife. 

The Acute Rheumatifm is occasioned 
by whatever may tend to produce an 
inflammation. The Chronic by an ir- 
ritating acrimony occurring in the juices 
of the parts where it firff makes its attacks. * 

The Acute or Inflammatory Rheu- 
matilm is attended with pains in the 
joints that prevent the motion of the 
limbs. On the pain becoming fixed, 
the fever abates, but it frequently con- 
tinues many days, always encreafing in 
the evening. The pain generally varies 
to different parts of the human frame, 
as from the knee to the foot, from 
thence to the hips, &c. The feats of 
pain are generally the feet, ancles, 
knees, hips, loins, nape of the neck, 
fhoulders, fhoulder blades, elbows^ 
wriffs, &c. which clearly evinces that 
it is a -complaint of the joints. 


The 
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The parts affe&ed are fo tender, 
that the patient complains of the leafh 
motion, and thofe mod; fevere are 
ufually the neck, the loins, and the hips. 

The Acute Rheumatifm feldom con- 
tinues violent above fourteen days, 
though a weaknefs and dwelling in the 
parts may remain many months, efpe- 
cially if the complaint attacks the 
patient in autumn. The laflitude that 
frequently follows the pain will not 
leave the patient until an eruption ap- 
pears on the fkin. 

The Chronic Rheumatifm is known 
by the long duration of the pain, and 
by the little alteration that appears in 
the affe£fed parts. 

The fciatica is when the pain centers 
in the hip, and extends down the thigh. 
This lpecies of Rheumatifm is attended 
with excruciating agony. 


The 
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The Scorbutic Rheumatifm derives 
its name from appearances of a fcor- 
butic nature, attending the other 
Ivmptoms. 

The Rheumatic Lumbago is when 
the pain fettles on the lungs, reaching 
to the os lucrum, and attended with 
nephritic ivmptoms. In this Rage ot 
the complaint, the patient is forced to 
keep his body in a recumbent poRure, 
perpetually leaning forward. This atti- 
tude is doubtlefs extremely wearilome 
to the patient, but muR not be difpenfed 
with on any account whatever. Thus as 
the loins are the feat of the diiorder, the 
niceR care is requisite to diRinguifh it 
from an abfcefs, an inflammation in the 
ureter, the gravel and Rone in the 
kidnies. The Rheumatifm in the 
mufcles of the belly Ihould likewile be 
known from the cholic. 


There 
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There is little danger when the pain 
is in the external parts,- but very great 
when it affedts the internal organs. An 
inflammation frequently occurs when 
it is fituated in the flomach or bowels, 
a fuffocation when the lungs are af- 
fected, and a delirium from it terminat- 
ing in the brain. 

Dr. Rutherford has obferved, that 
the parts aftedted with the Rheumatifm 
never perfpire, and that if they can 
be brought to fweat, nothing is fo cer- 
tain an indication of a cure. A free per- 
fpiration generally produces a turbid 
and copious difcharge of urine. The 
excellence of thefe obfervations are 
elucidated by an obffrudted perfpiration 
and inflammatory difeafes, being two of 
the principal caufes of the Acute Rheu- 
matifm. 

By adopting the Botanical Syrup, the 
fever will be reduced, the pulfe abated, 

fo 
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fo as to indicate a return to health, the 
pain relieved in a considerable degree, 
and by being afliStcd with the operation 
of bleeding, a happy convalefcence be 
the conlequence. Attenuants and dilu- 
ents have often been administered to 
the patient’s great advantage. Bleeding 
to weakly patients is productive of more 
harm than good, as it generally intro- 
duces other diforders that are not eaiily 
eradicated from the constitution. When 
they are attacked with the Acute Rheu- 
matifm, their belt relief is by taking 
the above recipe, affiffed by a cooling 
and nourishing diet. 

Whey, in theSe instances, is remark- 
ablv whole'fome. Bleeding is efficacious 
where there is a violent fever, and the 
pain affects the breath, and wanders 
from the extremities to the internal 
parts. When the head is affeCicd, a 
laxative clyfter may be repeated night 

and 
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and morning, or every other day a 
cooling purge. Purging is the bed: eva- 
cuant for conftitutions that are more 
ferous than languine. 

In Inflammatory Rheumatifms, nitre 
diffolved in the patient’s drink, and 
taken in fuch quantities as the ftomach 
can bear, is fingularly ferviceable. 
Opiates will fail of their intended 
effedt, unlefs preparatory to the admi- 
niftering of them, bleeding is per- 
formed, and proper purges given to the 
patient. Preparations from antimony 
may be ufed between every dole of the 
Botanical Syrup, as above directed. 
Bark, in old Chronic Rheum&tifm, is 
a fovereisn remedy, and when the 
Acute Rheumatifm proves intermittent, 
the fame may be prefcribed. When a 
copious fediment is depotited in the 
urine, and plentiful fweets are produced, 
the bark will facilitate the cure. 


Warm 
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Warm bathing producing proper 
evacuations, has often an excellent 
effect, but particular care fhould be 
obferved that the patient does not take 
cold in thele necehary immeriions. 

The white muftard, water trefoil, 
ground ivy, camomile, and feveral 
plants that are reared in this country, 
have, from the genial warmth of their 
nature, and other fanative qualifications, 
been prefcribed in this diforder, with the 
greatefl fuccefs. They may be infilled 
and taken in wine, ale, or tea, and 
lhould be continued with perfeverance, 
the . want of which is the srand caufe 

O 

that a cure is fo feldom effefled in 
chronic complaints. 

Notwithflandi ng the medicines I have 
prefcribed have been attended with the 
greatefl fuccefs, yet, this fuccefs would 
have been greatly encreafed had all 

Vol. I. L the 
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the patients who have placed them- 
felves under my care had refolution 
to perfevere in invariably attending to 
my advice. 

The volatile tincture of gum guaicum 
may be given from 3 i j to f fs twice a 
day, in any thing that the patient 
drinks; if it paffes off too freely by 
ftool, add a few drops of the tindh 
thebaica to each dofe. 

Salt-water bathing; often relieves the 
Rheumatifrn. Iffues are indifpenfably 
neceffary in chronic cafes, but fhould 
be made in a part regulated by the feat 
of the difeafe. The iffues ihouid be made 
in the arm when the pain atfedis the. 
Shoulders, and in the leg or thigh when 
it affedts the loins. 

Dr. Cullen obfervcs, that blifters 
Seldom fail of producing the defired 

eifedt, 
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effeft, if applied to the part affe&ed 
before the fwelling makes its apperance. 
In Chronic Rheumatil'ms their efficacy 
is wonderful; 

The cure being accomplished, the 
cold bath prevents a return, and the 
patient’s Strength is considerably re- 
cruited by the applications of chalv- 
beates, aromatics, and bitters. 

Chronic Rheumatifms Should be rub- 
bed daily with a flannel cloth, thus 
leffiening by fri£Hon the intenfity of the 
pain, which biifters and iffiues in the 
infide of the lower part of the thigh 
will likewife alleviate.

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When rheumatic diforders are at- 
tended with a fcorbutic habit, the pa- 
tient ihould drink freely of, and often 
bathe in the fulphureous water at 
Harrogate.

PORTSMOUTH.

T H E P A L S Y. 


HPHE palfy or paralyfis is a difeafe 
*** in which the patient Iofes much 
of the fenfation, and often the motion 
of his body or limbs. 

The palfy is caufed by an impeded 
influx of the nervous fpirits into the 
villi of the mufcles, which arifes from 
fome defeat in the brain, or the nerves- 
proceeding from thence- 

Frequent intoxication, wounds of the 
brain, or fpinal marrow, extreme pref- 
fure on the nerves, cold or damp air, 
fuppreffion of cuftomary evacuations, 

fudden 
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fudden fear, not taking proper exer- 
cife, drinking tea or coffee to excefs, 
and, in fa6t, every tiling that relaxes 
the fyftem, is, in different patients, 
a caufe of this complaint. 

The palfy is complete when there 
is a privation of motion and fenfa- 
tion ; and incomplete, when the one 
is deftroyed and the other remains 
unimpaired* 

The danger of this diforder is 
known by the importance of the 
part affedted. A palfy of the heart, 
lungs, or any of the vital parts,, is 
inevitably mortal. Of the flomach, 
inteftines, and bladder, Jnighly dange- 
rous : as likewife in the face, it then 
evidently proceeding immediately from 
the brain. When the judgment and 
memory begin to fail, or the part 
affe&ed is cold, lofes all fenfation, or 

waftcs 
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wafles away, it is inconfiftent to the 
haft degree to flatter the patient with 
the expe&ation of a cure. 

Hoffman divides Palfles into ferous 
and fanguineous. 

The ferous kind is often cured by 
hot bathing, vigorous exercife, or an 
artificial fever produced by medicines 
of a volatile, aromatic, and acrid 
nature. 

The fanguineous kind being gene- 
rany accompanied with febrile motions, 
thele remedies ought not to be 
applied. 

The PaHy is either univerfal, late- 
ral, or partial. 

The univerfal Pally is a general 
immobility of all the mufcles, except 
thcfe of the head. 


Etmuller 
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Etmuller imagines it confifts in a 

O 

relaxation of the membranes and 

ligaments, but the paraplegia is merely 
an obftruCtion of the nerves, and gene- 
rally follows an apoplexy, fcorbutus, 
carus, or arthritis. 

The lateral Pally or hemiplegia 
affeCts only one fide of the body, 
though it originates from the fame c a ufe.‘ 

i 

Mr. Boyle defcribes one of thefe 

Pallies, occafioned by a fmall fplinter 
of a bone, pr effing on the dura mater, 
when in lefs than five hours after the 
extraction, the patient was able to 
move his finger, and in two or three 
days, to lift his arm, which although 
reduced to (kin and bone, loon reco- 
vered it s proper fize. 

The partial Pally is where the mo- 
tion of the leg, arpa, or any particu- 
lar part or member is alone deftroyed. 

Quincy 
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Quincy obferves, that even where 
the .motion is entirely deftroyed, fen- 
fat ion may be produced by the four 
following means. 

, i 

By humidity, increafing the fenfi~ 
bility of the mufcular fibres. 

By cold application, thickening the 
juices. 

By external compreffion.. 

By heated applications, flrengthen- 
ing the injured membranes and veffels. 

The Pally mult be treated in a 
fimilar manner to the fanguine apo- 
plexy, if the patient be young and of 
a full habit, then bleeding, blifWirig, 
fharp clyflers and purgative medicines 
ih'ould be alternately admin iftered- 
But when it proceeds from relaxation 
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or debility, as is generally the cafe 
in perfons who are advanced in years, 
a courfe fhould be purfued exaCtly 
oppolite. The diet fhould be warm 
and attenuating, chiefly compofed of 
fpicy and aromatic vegetables, as horfe- 
radifli, muftard, &c. the drink gene- 
rous, wine, muflard whey, or brandy 
and water. Friction fhould he admi- 
niftered to the parts a fleeted with a 
warm hand or flelh brufh. Blifter- 
ing plafters may be uled with advan- 
tage, as may the nervous ointment 
of the Edinburgh Dilpenlary, or any. 
volatile liniment. 

Electricity is an excellent external 
application, the fhocks of which fhould 
be directed to the part affeCted, and 
the repetition continued daily for fe ve- 
nd weeks. Emetics fhould often be 
given, and any thing is of great fer- 
Vice that can make the patient fneeze. 

When 
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When the tongue is affeffed, the 
mouth fhould be repeatedly gargled 
with brandy or muftard, or the patient 
may hold a piece of lu gar in his 
mouth, wet with the compound lpirits 
of lavender. 

The wild valerian root fhould be 
taken either in an infufion of fage 
leaves, or half a dram three times a 
day in a glafs of wine. If the pa- 
tient’s ftomach cannot bear the nau- 
fea of this medicine, he mav take 
half an ounce of each of the follow- 
ing ingredients : l'al volatile oleofum, 
compound lpirits of lavender, and 
tincture of cahor, which fhould be 
well incorporated together, and forty 
or fitfty drops adminiftered three or 
four times a dav. Muflard-feed cin- 
namon, and bark-ginger, are of great 
utility. Cold air is* extremly inju- 
rious, and exercife extremely fervice- 
able.

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Dr. Cheyne afferts, that if patients 

can confine themfelves to a cow’s 
milk diet, a radical cure will be the 
conlequence. 

In the Philolbphical Tranfadlions 
many lingular cures of this terrible 

dil'eafe are quoted, when of a perio- 

dical nature. 

The German Ephemcrides inftances 
a young man who was afflidted with 
a paralytic complaint, who load the 
gift of fpeech only one hour out of 
the four and twenty, and that between 
twelve and one at noon every day, 
his taciturnity commencing between 
one and two, with little or no varia- 
tion. The- affliction continued on 
him twelve years. 

The Philofophical Tranfadlions par- 
ticularife the cafe of a ruddy, lan-

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guine young woman, who, through a 
violent ftroke of the Palfv, loft the 
ufe of her voice and legs. Medici- 
nal afiiftance at firft reftored them, 
but the power of the complaint re- 
turned with greater force, and thefe 
dreadful fymptoms appeared on the 
Tuefday of every week, and left her 
on the enfuing Friday, with only two 
variations in the courfe of the firft 
year.

fiN MENSTRUATION. 


OMEN, by the laws of nature. 


are fubjeft to a monthly dif- 
charge of blood from the uterus and 
vagina. This difcharge ufually ap- 
pears about the fourteenth or fifteenth 
year of age, but the time varies accord- 
ing to the conftitution of the female* 
Upon an average, it generally eeales 
fpontaneoufly at forty-five years of age, 
at which time, women are no longer 
capable of conception. 

I have known infiances of this dif- 
charge appearing regularly at the age 
of eleven years, but in fuch cafes it 



generally 
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generally ceafes as early as the thirty- 
eighth or fortieth year. The later they 
appear, the later the prolongation. 
The common quantity of difcharge 
from a healthy woman may be from 
two to four or five oz. upon ail ave- 
rage. It continues from two or three 
to five days, in fome it returns rather 
before the expiration of twenty-eight 
davs. In others not till five or fix 

J 

weeks have intervened, who, never- 
theless, continue in a flate of regular 
health. Some, again, who have a great 
redundancy, or plethora, cannot pais 
more than ten or twelve days without 
the renewal of this appearance. The 
caufe of fuch a difcharge is not clearly 
afcertained. Dr. Smith fuppofes it to 
proceed from a particular plethora, hut 
to account for this plethora we know 
not very fatisfadlorily. Probably it may 
be rather owing to a particular ftimulus, 
analogous to that which excites the 
brute creation to venery. 


In 
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In all chronic diforders of young 
women, it becomes the phyfician to 
attend to the State of the Menstruation, 
and to make it his obje<ft in the indica- 
tion of cure, to promote it when fup- 
preffed; which, if he can effect, the 
patient will foon recover of every 
other complaint; but if, according to 
the opinion of the late Dr. Smith and 
John Hunter, this lupprefbon is more 
frequently a confequence than a caufe 
of any other difeafe, then ought we to 
attend to the concomitant difeafe as 
well, for where fuch difeafe, as a 
general relaxation of the fyStem, for 
inftanee, is attendant, till we have 
corredted that, all our Stimulants arc 
vain, and will prove abortive*

THE CHLOROSIS, 


OR 


GREEN SICKNESS. 


HIS is an obftru£lion in the 


womb-veffels of young females, 
under or about the time of menftrua- 
tion. It is attended with a vifeidity of 
all the juices, a fallow, pale, or greenifh 
colour of the face, a difficulty of breath- 
ing, a ficknefs in the ftomach at the 
light of proper food, and an unnatural 
defire of feeding on fuch things as are 
accounted hurtful, and unlit for nou- 
riffiment. It is alio called by phylicians 
the white fever, or virgins’s dileafe, 
and the white jaundice. 



It . 
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It appears, at times, to proceed from, 
an alteration of the fluids, about the 
time that the menfes flrfl: begin to 
flow, or from the inaptitude of the 
veflels to- perform thole difchar^es 
which nature then calls for. It may 
alfo proceed from an obflruclion in the 
bowels, or a fluggifh languid motion 
of the blood, whether natural or ac- 
quired by eafe, indulgence, or want 
of exercife ; and this latter, no doubt, 
is the cafe when the difeafe happens 
to verv young girls, who are not capable 
.of iufFerihs; an hvfleric diforder. Fi- 
nally, it may proceed from a longing 
deflre after the enjoyment of lome 
particular perfbn; or, in general, from 
a violent inclination to exchange a 

flno-le life for the ibate of matrimony. 

o j 

This difeafe fometimes, though not 
frequently, happens to children about 
eight or nine years of age, but the 

'molt 
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moft ufual time is thirteen or fourteen, 
when it generally continues till the 
terms appear. It is known, as before 
obferved, by the palenefs, green or 
leaden colour apparent in the counte- 
nance. The face in fome perfons is 
fwelled, efpecially about the eye-lids, 
and after deep. The thighs, feet, 
and ancles l'well towards night; efpe- 
cially when the diforder proceeds fromr 
obflrudtions ; the whole body being 
then lax and loft. An univerlal dulncfs 
pervades the fyftem, and total diiincli- 
nation to exercife; the patient com- 
plains of a preffure or weight, chiefly 
about the loins, and the extremities of 
the body. Upon any brilk mo^n, the 
conlequence is, a difficulty of breath- 
ing, and the tenlion and quick pulia- 
tion of the arteries in the temples, 
which leem to beat with great violence; 
alfo a h eavy, and frequently a laflino; 
pain in the head, and fometimes a pal- 
Vol. I. N -pitation 
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pitation of the heart. The pulfe, 
generally fpeaking, is quick and low, 
attended with a imali degree of fever, 
and a lols of the natural appetite, but 
chalk, coals, flones, clay, tobacco-pipes, 
and fuch minerals that in their nature, 
are pernicious, ought to be removed as 
much as poffible out of the patient’s 
way, for fhe generally has more incli- 
nation to thofe, than to a proper diet. 

The green ficknefs is feldom dan- 
gerous, though it often proves of long 
continuance; but when very violent, 
and too much negle&ed, proceeding 
from a fuppreflion of the monthly 
courfe^and attended with the whites, 
it may, in time, bring on weakneffes, 
hard fwellings, and barrennels. When 
it happens fometimes before the mcnfes 
ought to appear, and they break forth 
without obftrudlion, it is ufually cured 
by this circumftance, without other 

meafures. 
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means. If the whites appear after the 
green iicknefs has been long fixed, it is 
held to be a bad lign ; if before, and it 
happens upon the floppage of the 
menftrual flux, it often proves critical; 
if the courfes flow regularly during the 
diftemper, it is accounted a good fymp*' 
tom, and there is no danger. 

To forward a cure, the patient ought 
to be placed in a thin and clear air, to 
drink tea, barley-water, and other atte- 
nuating liquors warm, and made agree- 
able to the patient’s palate. Her food 
ffiould be nouri thing, but eafy of diges- 
tion, and not Such as may inflame. 

Moderate exercife every day^fueh as 
walking, riding, ftirring about the 
houfe, is highly ferviceable, .notwith- 
ftanding the difficulty and uneafinefs 
that attends it, and the great antipathy 
of the patient to any kind of motion* 
N z Sleep 
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Sleep ought to be moderate, and taken - 
at a due diftance from meals, not till 
an hour at lead: after fupper. All paf- 
lions of the mind, elpecially thole of 
melancholy and deipair, are highly 
prejudicial; if the dileale, therefore, be 
found to proceed from a fettled incli- 
nation to marriage, the parents of the 
patient would evince their prudence 
by providing a fuitable match, as the 
mod; effectual cure; or, if the dedre 
be after a particular perfon, to let her 
have him, provided they have no for- 
cible reafon to difapprove of her choice. 
But if matrimony be not judged con- 
venient for her, either on account of 
youth, or for any other reafon, they 
mud: tfien have recourfe to medical 
remedies, according to the following 
direblions. 

• t- 

If the patient be in the fmalled de- 
gree phlethoric, that is, if her veins be 

well 


well dored with blood, bleeding will 
be highly proper to begin the cure; and 
this is to be fucceeded by proper purga- 
lives, mixed with calomel. 

If the menfes are confiderably ob- 
ftrudted, or the time of their firft ap- 
pearance feems at hand, the purges 
ought to be pretty ftrong, and given 
about the expedled time of ther erup- 
tion,. or of their monthly returns. As 
to the. precife quantity of the dole, all 
circumftances being considered, a pru- 
dent pradlitioner, and, in fome cafes* 
the mother alone will be able to reg;u- 
late it from the common appearances. 
In fome cafes, efpecially when the 
patient is very young, a vomit is often- 
lliccefsful, being exhibited before pur- 
gation. Thofe cathartics that are either 
mixed with alterative medicines, or 
given in fuch quantities as to make 
them act as alterants, or lie a conlider- 
N 3 able 
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able time in the body before they ope- 
rate, are ufually very efficacious; and 
in weakly constitutions, preferable to 
other purgatives. The following forms 
are very good : 

Alterative Pills. 

Take Ruffus’s pill, fifteen grains; fait 
of Reel, five grains; oil of camomile, 
one drop; make three pills, which will 
form one dofe. Thefe ffiould be taken 
on going to bed, drinking after them 
a draught of white wine, and continu- 
ing the fame courfe ten or twelve days. 

Or, 

Take caftor, faffron, myrrh, all in 
powder, of each one drachm; fait of 
Reel, two fcniples ; bell aloes, pow- 
dered, one drachm; oil of cinnamon, 
-fix drops; fyrup of orange-peel, a fuffi- 

cient 
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cient quantity. Make twelve pills out 
of every drachm, of which let five be 
taken fora dofe every night, drinking 
after them water of penny royal, a 
quarter of a pint. Thefe are excellent 
to warm and comfort the nerves, thin 
the blood and juices, and caufe them 
to circulate freely. They muff be con- 
tinued as the others, for ten or twelve 
days. And, indeed, all cathartics of 
this nature, that are intended to make 
an alteration in the whole animal fyftem, 
which is often neceffary in thefe cales, 
muff have much more time to operate 
than thofe which are intended only to 
purge the intefiines. The fame direc- 
tions therefore muff be obferved in tak- 
ing the following tin&ures, which may 
be fubftituted in the room of the pills, 
where the latter are injurious, or cannot 
be fwallowed. 


r 
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Alterative Tinctures. 

Take tincture of aloes, half an ounce; 
compound fpirit of lavender and tinbture 
of caftor, of each half a drachm, mix 
for a tingle dofe. 

Or, 

Take compound tin&ure of aloes, 
and tin<5hire of fteel, of each two 
drachms, mix for drops, let the patient 
take thirty at a time in a glafs of wine. 

After purging a due time, either with 
the pills or tin&ures, the patient mud: 
have recourfe to other methods. If her 
complexion be fo very tender, that fhe 
cannot bear purging for ten or twelve 
days together, fhe may omit it every 
third, or every other day, as the caf# 
requires, and take on the intermediate 

time,,, 
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time, pills formed from a due propor- 
tion of prepared fteel, and extrad of 
gentian. But when there is a good 
conftitution, and the cafe happens to 
be ftubborn, the purgatives may be 
continued to iixteen or eighteen doles, 
obferving towards the end of the 
courfe to purge, and take the other 
remedies alternately. When the 
purging is quite over, the Nervous 
Cordial may be adminiftered with 
great benefit. 

It fometimes happens that women 
labour under a diforder extremely 
fimilar to the green ficknefs, and yet 
with many fymptoms not different 
from the yellow jaundice. This dis- 
order proceeds from too great a quan- 
tity of bilious matter in the blood, 
which exhibits a yellow colour over 
the furface of the body. It is feldom 
mortal, or any more than the com- 


mon

mon green ficknefs, unlefs extremely 
negledted. German Ipa- water is fer- 
viceable here. Water-gruel, with 
white wine whey, and the lame 
methods as before recommended. 

When the green ficknefs is fhibborn,. 
it is requifite to have recourfe to the 
cold • bath, and to the ul'e of mineral 
waters ; or an infufion may be made 
in lime water, with guiacum, lafla- 
fra?, gentian root, and orange-peel 
dried, winter bark, and camomile 
flowers, to which add tincture of 
fteel, a fufhcient quantity in propor- 
tion to the other ingredients ; or infufer 
filings of fteel in a decoftion of woods 
and roots. This may be drank 
inftead of the chalybeate waters, and 
will frequently anlwer the fame pur- 
pofe„ Decoctions, or other prepara- 
tions of the Jeluit’s Bark, with Heel, 
wine, and Tadfurcs. of black helle- 
bore 
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bare and cinnamon, being continued 
a coniiderable time, are all’o very 
effedtual in lax conftitutions, and 
where the juices are vilcid. But 
when the green ficknefs is attended 
with the whites, it mud: be treated 
with regard thereto ; and the Ner- 
vous Cordial fhould here undoubtedly 
be introduced and continued till a 
falutary effedt is produced. 

A Chlorous, Angularly adonifhing, 
has lately come under my direction. 

A lady of family at the early age 
of fixteen, was the objedt of the 
malady ; during that juvenile period, 
her monthly diicharges were entirely 
under the diredtion of the dileal'e, and, 
in proportion to its virulence, it 
adted on the fyftem. The attendant 
confequences were, an entire fubverfion 
of the order of nature by the flagna- 

tion 
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tion of her courfes, and pains the 

mod: excruciating in the loins, &c. 
turgidity and every natural diforder 

which a retention mud: occalion in 
the womb, attended with a ftrong 
indication of catamenia, though not 
apparent to the. eye.

f k ''HIS chronical difeafe is called 
A by the ancients Stomacere Scele- 
tyrbe, and Hippocrates in his book 
De Intern. Affect. has ranked it 
binder the clafs of his difeafes of the 
fpleen. 

It is feparated into two orders, the 
one arifing from a feverifh heat, and 
the other from the patient’s being 
confined to fait provifions during the 
courfe of a long voyage at fea. 

The putrefcent Scurvy is evidently 
caul'ed by whatever leffens the vis vitas, 

too 
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too little or improper food, living in 
marfhy lands, imbibing a damp air, 
depreffive paflions, as grief, fear, Sec. 
a too long continued ufe of mercury, 
a neglect to clean properly thofe cop- 
per veflels that have been appropriated 
for boiling animal diet.

my this diitemper is to failors.. That 
enterprising commander then loft one 
third of his men. The blood in this 
complaint becomes fo putrid,' that in- 
ftcad of its natural red colour, it re- 
fembles a dark muddy puddle.. 

The Symptoms by which this com- 
plaint is known, are a. pale or yeL 
lowifh complexion, a dejedtion of 
fpirits, a weaknefs in the knees andi 
legs,, an. itching,, fwelling, . and fre- 
quent bleeding in the gums.. Dr.. 

O 3 Lindoej 
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Lindoe feems to think that this 
change is the pathognomonic fymp- 
tom of difeafe. The lungs fwell and 
are oedematous, and a dyfpnaea enfues 
for want of their accuftomed elaffci- 
city, which prevents their repelling 
the blood as fall as it is received 
from the heart. Ulcers that have 
been healed break out again at the 
commencement of this complaint, the 
edges are livid, with fungous excref- 
cences that are feldom to be retrained 
by any method that can poffibly be 
devifed, indurated tumours appear on 
the legs, with faintings, and often 
fudden death. 

This diforder is occafloned by re- 
fiding in a -cold damp atmofphere, 
which caufes the afflidled to abforb 
and imbibe damp particles of air, 
producing a relaxation of the folids, 
and a putrefadlion of the fluids. The 

diffe- 
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different ffate of health which thole 
officers and men enjoy on board a 
ffiip, whofe excellent food, good rai- 
ment, and comfortable births, render 
their exiftence a bleffing from thofe 
who are indifferently cloathed, con- 
tinually foaking in the wet, and feed- 
ing on a diet of a grofs, vifcid, indi- 
geffible nature, is an unanfwerable 
proof, that it is not merely the a& 
of going- to fea that occaffons the 
Scurvy, but the hardfhips which 
hundreds, nay thoufands, from the 
humility of their fftuations, are obliged 
to endure. 

The fkin of perfons afflicted with 
the Scurvy is generally fmooth, but 
covered with many fpots that are 
of a yellow and red colour, which 
become blacker as the difeafe en- 
creafes. 


The 
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The dwelling of the ankles encreafes 
in the evening, and dimini flies in- 
the moming.. 

A violent pain affeds the bread: 
when a fcorbutic diarrhaea occurs, : 
which, is generally fatal.. In the 
Scurvy the lungs become ulcerated, 
the ftools offenflive, and the urine of 
a putrid quality. As the difeafe 
advances, the patient lofes the ufe 
of his limbs, the hams become con- 
traded, he faints upon the lead: mo- 
tion, and a fudden removal into the 
air terminates his exigence. 

Hemorrhages take place in the in- 
teftines, lungs, &c. and although the 
appetite may be tolerable, the lpirits 
are always dejedetl. 

The only procedure to effed a cure is, 
to terminate the progrefs of putrefac- 
. ' tion 5 
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tion, which will be accompliffied by a 
perfeverance in taking the Botanical 
Syrup, and likewife the whole habit fo 
confiderably ftrengthened, as to indicate 
a return to health.

The Scurvy is much eaher prevented 
than, removed. 

Pure .air and falutary diet are excel- 
lent remedies. If the patient is at fea 
when this diforder makes its appearance,, 
he fhould go on fhore without the lead 
lofs of time, and if a refident of a clofe 
city, he fhould felefl the mod falubripus 
air, as the belt effort in his power to- 
wards a recovery. He fhould refrain as 
much as pofhble from animal food, and 
take elpecial care that what little he eats 
is frefh and tender. Cooling vegetables 
are ftrongly recommended in this com- 
plaint, as forrel, endive, lettuce, purf- 
lain, &c. nor fhould thole that abound 
in alkaline fait be omitted, as fcurvy— 
grafs, creffes, brook line, &c.. oranges 
and lemons from their fub-affringent 
qualities, tnay be eaten frequently. 

A difcharge* 
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A difcharge (liould be encouraged 
through the (kin and kidnies. When 
the gums are fpongy they fhould be 
wafhed with a decodlion of the bark, 
acidulated with the marine acid. When 
ulcers (pread in the mouth, ufe the mel 
rolie with the fame acidulation. 

Bliflers fhould be applied to different 
parts of the body, linapifms to the foies 
of the feet and hams, and a perfpiration 
fhould if podible be excited on the ap- 
pearance of a falivation. Boluffes of 
aamphor and therica fhould be taken 
every four or llx hours during this fine- 
ture of the (kin. Ulcers in the leers 

O 

fhould be treated the fame as thole in 
the mouth. 

When the legs are oedematous, apply 
gentle frictions, and in cafes of hemor- 
rhage, at proper intervals, mineral 
acids. 

Gluttons 
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Cluttons febrifuge fpirit qualified with 
other medicines, are falutary in cafes of 
a feverifh nature. 

The land Scurvy is feldom accom- 
panied with thofe putrid lymptoms that 
attend thofe patients who have been 
long at fea, and obvioufly occurs from 
the unwholefome food that is eaten by 
failors on long voyages. Confined air 
and want of exercife likewife occafion 
thefe aggravated appearances. 

In the land Scurvy a milk diet has 
been attended with the bed: of effects. 

The bed beverage in the Scurvy is 
whey or buttermilk, and if either of 
thefe cannot be obtained, found cyder, 
perry, or fpruce beer Ihould be felecded 
as the bed fubditutes without exception. 
Wort is an exceeding proper drink at 
fea, malt keeping during the longed 

voyage. 
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voyage. A decofifion of the tops of 
jfpruce fir may be drank to the quantity 
of an Englifh' pint twice every day, or 
deCo£iions of any of the mild mucilla- 
ginous vegetables, as farfaparilla, marfh 
mallow roots, &c. Infufions of the 
bitter plants, as ground-ivy, lefifer cen- 
taury, marfh trefoil, &c. are of infinite 
fervice. 

Harrowgate water in the land Scurvy 
is an excellent medicine, and drinking 
and bathing in the fame has, in the mofi 
lamentable flages of this difeafe, been 
attended with a fuccefs that has effa- 
blifhed its medicinal reputation. 

A flight Scurvv affedling the gums has 
been frequently eradicated by fucking 
the juice of a Seville orange* which 
from its bitter quality,, is in the fie cafes 
preferable to the lemon.

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Sallad eaten plentifully is remarkably 
lalutary in this difeafe. 

The Leprofy which was fo general in 
this country fome years ago, is fo anala- 
gous to the Scurvy, that we recommend 
the fame courfe of diet and medicine*

CHAP. XIX. 


The SCROFULA or KING’s EVIL, 


HE appellation of King’s Evil is 


annexed to this dileafe, becaufe 
Edward the Confeflor, and other fuc- 
ceeding kings, both of France and Eng- 
land, pretended to cure it by the touch. 

Although every part of the body ap- 
pears to be affedted with this difeal'e, 
yet the immediate feat of it is only in 
the lymphatic veffels. The lymphatic 
glands of the mefentary are, in general, 
firfl affedted. 

This difeafe appears to be hereditary, 
yet is of fo ftrange a nature as frequent- 
ly to lie dormant for two or three fuc- 



ceffive 
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ceffive generations, when it moft unex- 
pectedly returns with its priftine acri- 
mony and force. There are inftances, 
however, in which it is originally pro- 
duced. 

Boulton, in his Surgery, ob ferves, that 
it is cauled by the acidity of the pan- 
creatic juice, but very probably it is 
occafioned by an improper diet, &c. 
the glands in the neck of children 
becoming undurated, in confequence of 
bad food, or a voracioufnefs of appetite. 
Quincy obferves, that the King’s Evil 
is fimilar to the Gout, it generally 
affecting perlons of rich habits of body, 
and Erong minds, and w’ho particularly 
indulge themfelves in every viand and 
table delicacy in feafon. What is very 
remarkable is, that the King’s Evil 
generally leaves the patient before the 
Gout makes the firft attack. Thus 
the one is our companion to the age of 

puberty, 
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puberty, and often to the more advanced 
flages of life, when it gives place to 
the other, whole violations terminate 
only with our exiftence. 

The Scrofula generally aitedis 
children of a florid complexion and 
healthy countenance. 

It is difHnguilhed by fchirrous tu- 
mours appearing in the glandular 
parts, which are rarely attended with 
pain, or brought to fuppuration. 

The fymptoms of this complaint 
are fo various, that fcarce any two 
patients have them alike. The mod: 
general are, a fwelled upper lip, 
forenefs about the nofe and cheeks, 
tumours that fometimes continue a 
long while before they heal ; an in- 
flammation in the cheek, and a 
humour that corrodes the eyes, fo 

that

that they cannot be opened without 
extreme difficulty and trouble. 

The deotoma, atheroma, and 
meliceris, are all fpecies of the Scro- 
fula. 


When this diforder affecls children, 
it generally difappears at the age of 
manhood, and, if it appears after the 
fortieth year, the patient’s recovery is 
extremely doubtful. The droply, jaun- 
dice, fai ntings, vomitings, violent 
coughs, and other diforders coming- 
in to participate his exit. 

Alterative medicines are recom- 
mended by different writers on this 
fubjeci, but on none can the patient 
place the lead: dependence. 

The Botanical Syrup has been 
known to be the bed medicine.

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Narcotic plants that abound with 
volatile fait, are excellent in refolving 
the- fcrofulous tumours, particularly 
hemlock. When appli'ed as a cata- 
plafrn, an extradi of which taken in- 
wardly is particularly lerviceable, but 
much more fo to adults than thofe 
who have not arrived at the age of 
puberty. 

In fcorbutic, leprous, and fcrofu- 
lous cafes, the Botanical Syrup, by 
being made from the mod: purifying
